Rock, Gravel for Water Line 
East of Campus Will 
Come From Upland 


All the gravel and sand used in 
the construction of the Metro- 
politan Water district distributing 
line from Campus avenue east to 
Fontana will be supplied by the 
Commercial Rock Co. of Upland, 
according to the terms of a con- 
tract held by L. C. Campbell, man- 
ager of the local company. 

Actual work of supplying ma- 
terials for construction of the line 
will be started early in January. 
It is anticipated the local plant 
will be operated up to capacity 
for a year in order to supply the 
demand. Twenty men have been 
on the regular pay roll, but with 
the large new contract, this num- 
ber will be increased, according to 
Mr. Campbell. 

During the construction of the 
Boulder dam, the local company 
sent many carloads of gravel and 
sand to Boulder City, the concern 
having a contract to supply some 
of the materials on that job. 

Within a short time contract 
will be let for materials for the 
line west of Campus avenue on to 
‘Azusa, and the local company may 
obtain a portion of that contract. 

Campus avenue is the dividing 
line in construction of the line. 
Contracts for construction of the 
line east of Campus avenue were 
let at a cost of $1,986,634. The 
line will be 12 feet, eight inches 
in diameter. Between Fontana 
and Cucamonga the line will be 
built near the Santa Fe right-of- 
way. 
avenue, the line will incline south 
to Fifth avenue and extend 
through Ontario on that artery.

The Commercial Rock Co. was 
established here ‘about five years 
ago, with its plant being at Cam- 
pus avenue and Fourteenth street.

Not until 1940 will Upland get 
its share of gasoline tax funds due 
on the basis of the population in 
the recently annexed district. On- 
tario will get the gas tax, accord- | 
ing to press reports from Attor- 





ney-General U. S. Webb. 

Cities are alloted money from 
the state gasoline tax fund on the 
basis of population as of the 1930 
census. Not until another census 
is made, which will be in 1940, will 
Upland’s population figures be in- 
cluded in the figures used for ap- 
portioning the funds. 

City officials recently contacted 
public works officials concerning 
money from the fund and Webb 
ruled that the law does not pro- 
vide for allocation of funds when 
the population is subtracted from 
one city and added to another city. 

The amount of money concern- 
ed is several hundred dollars an- 
nually. Upland will get more 
than $2500 a year from the fund 
for use in highway maintenance 
on the basis of population in 1930.
